BRANDING CATTLE. 


Slew It Can be Done Without 
Damage to the Animal. 

The Clarenddon (Tex.) News gives 
the science of Vranding in the fol- 
lowing exposition: The object of 
branding is to produce another and 
difterent crop of hair, where the 
irons touch, which may be clearly 
distinguished from the other hair 
about it. This is effectually done 
by burning the outer cuticle of the 
akin. To burn deep does not im- 
rove the brand iu the least. The 
ron should be heated to a dark 
cherry red aud quickly applied, 
when the burn is almost instanta- 
neous, giving but a momentary 
sting, when the paiu ceases, as has 
been a thousand times proven by 
the actual cautery to the human 
subject. If a half-heated iron is 
held to the skin a long time it cooks 
through the skin and makes au 
ugly sore, which subsequently gives 
the animal great pain. It is true 
that there is a good deal of this in- 
human sort of branding done. It 
is inhuman and injurious to the 
hide of the animal for purposes of 
leather. It is also true that a burn 
on the outer cuticle will ultimately 
show through the entire thickness 
of the skin in consequence of cica- 
trix on the surface. Leather is 
_ tougher, firmer and more durable 
where brands have been applied 
than where they bave not. The 
only drawback is, that it will not 
finish smoothly over the brands. 
In other words, the more a side of 
leather has been properly branded, 
the better it is for wear.

A BOLD ROBBERY 


Storey County’s Treasurer n 
Unpleasant Experience. 


WHAT WEVIN HAS TO SAY ABOUT IT 


The Treasury Relieved of Over 
$7,500 in Coin. 


[Virginia City special to the GazsTrTsz.) 

The office of the county treasurer, 
Denis Nevin, in the Court-house, 
was robbed of over $8,400—$7,500 of 
county money and $960 deposited 
by private parties. Treosurer 
Nevin says he was in the office at 
9:30 writing, when two men came 
in, and one of them said, Hello, 
ain’t you working pretty late?“ 
Nevin, who was seated with his 
back to the door, then turned, and 
saw two men with black masks on, 
one of whom pofnted a gun at him. 
He thought some of the men around 
the Court-house were playing a 
joke, and said, Who the hell are 
you, anyway?“ One of the men 


then approached with a long knife 
and said, ou son of a b——, keep 
quiet, or I'll cut you open.“ Nevin 
was then ordered to stand up; his 
lamp was then put out and the men 
pulled out a bulls-eye lantern. 
The man with the knife then said: 
Don't say a word, but open the 
doors of the vault.“ On reaching 
the door of the vault, Nevin said: 
It is of no use for me to open the 
door of the vault, as it is a time 
lock on the safe and it can’t be 
opened by me or any one else.“ 
One of the men said: Lou open 
the door of the vault and take the 
combination offthe safe. We will 
change the time lock.“ Nevin 
complied, and much to his surprise 
found that the time lock, which 
was set at 6 o’clock that eVening 
not to be opened till 7 A. M., readily 
opened. The men then mae Nevin 
stand back iu the vault and the 
man with the knife stood guard 
over him while the other took the 
coin from the tray and put it into 
sacks. He worked at this slow! 

and cautiously till about 1 o’cloc 

this morning, being careful to make 
no noise with the coin. There was 
over $4,000 in silver to be bandled, 
the remainder being gold. When 
the men had finished carrying 
the coin out of the vault, they leſt 
Nevin inside, locking the two iron 
doors upon him. He shouted and 
beat upon the door of the vault 
witha piece of board till heard by 
Jailer Breen, who gave the alarm. 
It took an hour or so to get Nevin 
out, as the hinges had to be cut off 
the iron doors. The keys of the 
vault were found this morning in 
the Court-House yard, where the 

had been thrown. Altogether i} is 
a mysterious affair, The men must 
have had a wagon or pack animals 
to carry off the silver, yet men who 
passed along the street at 10 o'clock, 
saw nothing of the kind. The time 
lock has been set again by county 
officials, in order to see if it can 
again be opened to-night at acertain 
hour.
